o THANY BRITGH ESGAPE

DUTCH DETENTIONGAMPS

Little Evidence of Desire to Hold
or Re-capture Escaping Of-
ficers and Men.

-—(Assoclated Press Correspondence.)

—The ancient foriress of Wiericker-
schans where are interped the Hrit-
Ish officers, of the Antwerp rellef ex-
pedition which was forced by the
Germansg to retreat §ito Holland a
year ago, occgslonally losis some of
its kiaki-clad guests, notwithstand-
ing that the Dutch profess to guard
the place thoroughly. The British
officers, like many of those Internced
in other camps in Holand, refuse
to pledge themsolves agalist trying
to escape 1o England 1o rejoin the
fighting forces, amd once outside the
fortress these 'prisoners find the
Dutch people disposed to make things
easy for them. The guards at the
camp are under orders to shoot any
escaping prisoner, and it Is true that
they do shoot at them, but there is
often something mysteriously poor
about thelr alm. In fact W it were
not for the constant arriva! of ship-
wrecked aviators, 'he quota of pris-
oners at Wierickerschans would not
be long sustained.

The fortress {8 an interesting
place. Although visible from two
rallway Hnes, nobody seems to have
been aware of ita existence untll the
war ‘brought it to notice. It is sur-
rounded Ly a cluster of green irces
and a broad moat, which makes f{t
virtually an island. Even the farin-
ars who .live nearby know so little
of dts origin that, with the historical
generosity of the indifferent, they wa-
guely refer o the castle as dating
back to the time of the Romans. As
a mattes of fact, the fort wns bullt
by Hing Willlam  of England, e
Stadholder of Holland, and cannot be
older than the year 1672. It was in
that year that King Louis XIV, of
France dnvaded Holland and marched
night up to Amsterdam. The country
was at once flooded and several for-
tifications were bulilt in this impromp-
tu sea to guard the few high roads
ywhieh could not be submerged.

Tha deep and broad moat which
surrounds the fortress is now used for
fishing and swimming purposes by the
45 British officers interned there. In
the distance there is a pretty Dutch
landscape, with red roofed houses,
clusters of trees, a’'few busy 1
mills, and a high sky, all of them,
suggestive of the liberty that is near
at hand but which is barred by a dou-
ble row of wire fences, bobth above
and under water, and » series of arm.
